Railroad Freights. 


W hen the ablest men in the laud 
understand but little about railroads, 
it is not surprising th at the masses 
should entertain erroneous opinions 
on the subject. 
The science of rail 
transportation is but in its Infancy, 
and being Ignorant of the laws and 
principles which govern it the law 
m akers can enact no restrictions that 
will enure to the benefit of the entire 
comm unity. 
Em pty headed dema­ 
gogues m ay rail against the extortions 
of railroad companies, and representa­ 
tives from "back wood” counties as­ 
sume to interfere in a m atter of which 
they aro wholly ignorant, but the ab­ 
lest thinkers of the day who have con­ 
sidered the railroad question testify 
that the interests of the railroad and 
the people are so identical th at it is 
against all reason to expect th at any 
Intelligent directory would for any 
length of time attem pt to oppress the 
people, but that even if such a case 
should happen the abuse would soon 
correct itself. 
In other words among 
the best informed it is a recognized 
principle that legislative interference 
with railroads is likely to prove detri­ 
mental to both the shipper and the 
carrier. 
A railroad once constructed 
becomes a part of the country through 
which it passes. It grows with the 
country, increases its wealth as the 
people along its route prosper, and de­ 
cays with the poverty of its patrons. 
This is the case whether the line is a 
monopoly or whether it has numerous 
competitors. In the latter case very 
low rates may prevail for a time, but 
all the routes must ultim ately return 
to a paying basis. In fact, it is not to 
the interest of any people to have the 
railroad companies bankrupted by the 
cheap freights and fares. Residents 
along a railroad know nothing of the 
science of transportation, and make 
out apparantly satisfactory charges of 
extortion and oppression. 
J o n e s who 
lives ten miles trom a m arket thinks 
his goods should be transported for 
exactly one tenth as much as those of 
S m it h who resides ninety miles fur­ 
ther, forgetting th at the cost of load­ 
ing and unloading are the same in both 
cases, and Is perhaps the largest ele­ 
ment in the cost of moving the freight. 
If the charge for loading aud discharg­ 
ing lumber for example, be one dollar 
per thousand aud the freight six cents 
per mile, in the foregoing cane J o n e s 
pays a total of $2.60 or 26 cents per 
mile and S m i t h $8.00 or 8 cents per 
mile, yet the company has acted im ­ 
partially. It may be also th at S m i t h 
is the only shipper to his station at 
the tim e while ten of J o n e s neighbors 
get goods the same day. The cost of 
stopping a freight train and dropping 
a box car would be the same in both 
cases. In the m atter of discrim ina­ 
tion against particular kinds of freight 
Investigation generally proves th at 
the railroad managers are acting on 
sound principles. Of 
course every 
m erchant and every farmer can see 
special reasons why his particular line 
of goods or produce should have the 
benefit of m inimun rates. The self­ 
ishness of human nature dictates the 
majority of the charges of this species 
of discrimination. These remarks were 
elicited by a perusal of an interview 
between Governor S t a n f o r d and a 
reporter of the San Francisco Chroni­ 
cle. 
The interviewer went 
fully 
charged with complaints against the 
Central Pacific railroad, but President 
S t a n f o r d , at least as it appears to our 
minds, satisfactorily refuted all the 
charges brought 
forward. The ad­ 
vance o f transcontinental freights since 
the consolidation o f the railroad and 
the Panama steamship line was natu­ 
ral enough since before that time the 
rates were below a paying figure; but 
at present the charges from New York 
to San Francisco are below what they 
formerly were between Chicago and 
the Pacific. The competition of the 
sailing vessels around Cape 
Horn 
checks any extortion on the part of 
the railroad, even If it were desired. 


The roads from the Atlantic seaboard 
to Omaha charge less for overland 
freight than for any other, and the 
people of the Pacific slope get the ben­ 
efit of this, though the goods do not 
come through as quickly as is desira­ 
ble. 
On the Union and Central Paci­ 
fic, freight was transported more rap­ 
idly than on any roads in the country. 
There could be no restriction from 
present figures, Mr. S t a n f o r d said, 
because the rate was now tho cheap­ 
est in the world considering the dis­ 
tance and the heavy grading, and the 
passenger rate was equally reasonable. 
Regarding the Southern Pacific, the 
President said work would be pushed 
as rapidly as possible. 
Los Angeles 
would be reached July 4th. and the 
Colorado river some time next year. 
The general tendency on this line is 
towards a reduction of freights, the 
rapid settlement of the country render­ 
ing it politic and remunerative, 


Another Chinese War. 


Prince Li H u n g C h a n g who now 
has absolute control overthe Chinese 
government is a sanguinary soldier, 
and heartily displeases the foreigners 
resident in the Orient. It is undoubt­ 
edly his policy to foment discord be­ 
tween tho natives and the Europeans, 
and a ta n early day expel the white 
race from Chinese 
territory. The 
m andarins of course arc enlisted with 
the Prince, and the late attack upon 
both tho American and Britisli con­ 
sulates by tho mob prove that the 
people have received intimation of the 
new policy, and are eager ao inauger- 
ate it at once. The British Govern­ 
m ent doe3 not tollerate an outrage up­ 
on its citizens in any quarter of the 
globe, and will at any time upend m il­ 
lions ot money to avenge an insult to 
its accredited representatives. That 
England is unwilling to pass overtlic 
recent attack upon her consulate is ev­ 
ident by the active movements now 
going on. 
H er fleet in Chinese wa­ 
ters is bei ng reinforced, and her atti­ 
tude is growing more hostile. It is 
not improbable that Li H u ng deems 
his countrymen prepared for a great 
struggle. They are provided with the 
most approved impliments of modern 
warfare and well instructed in their 
use; and, if they could be brought up 
to the necessary condition of pluck by 
intense hatred of the "foreign barbar­ 
ian,” with their vast numbers and 
great resources, the contest will be 
more evenly balanced than formerly. 
The Chinese Em pire though not able 
to actually repel an English invasion, 
can beyond question make a stronger 
resistance than during the last Anglo- 
Chinese struggle. 


On, Stanley, On! 


W hen S t a n l e y at the direction of 
J a m e s G o r d o n B e n n e t t plunged in­ 
to the African forest to search for Dr. 
L i v in g s t o n the world applauded bis 
heroism, and thejournalists congratu­ 
lated themselves that the "Space con­ 
sumer” the "Theorj* builder” —would 
have one less subject to dilate upon. 
L i v in o s t o n k was found, lost, and 
found again, and Mr. S t a n l e y regret- 
ing the service he had done the pro­ 
fession resolved to lose himself. In 
November 1874 he departed from Zan­ 
zibar for the interior of Africa. Since 
that tim e he lias been exploring the 
country around the great lakes that 
are the sources of the Nile. Now 
comes to the outer world two letters 
from Mr. S t a n l e y , giving an account 
of his explorations. These are dated 
at somo village that has a most fright­ 
ful name—a name that suggests hor­ 
ror and destruction—a name that re­ 
quires all the vowels and about half 
the consonants in our alphabet to 
spell.
